company. Mr. Yuille has also been Secretary 
of the Equitable Gas company and of the 
Suburban Gas company, and his name occurs 
three times as signatory to the agreement be- 
tween the Mayor and Controller and the old 
companies. 

A Suggestion, 

Mr. Yuille’s acceptance of the management 
of the new company led to the suggestion in 
some quarters that the old companies are not 
so hostile to the new one as has appeared on 

Warne, another old em- 


ployé of the old South Side company, has 


aiso taken a position under the new company, 
quitting his old post. All this looks somewhat 
like business. 

The statement is again put forward by the 
promoters of the new company that it is en- 
tirely controlled by Chicago capitalists, while 
of the $25,000,000 worth of stock in the old 
companies $23,000,000 is held by New-York- 
ers.

DID THE ALDERMEN SPECULATE? 


Story That Certain of Them Sold Chicago 
Gas Stock Short, 

The statement that certain Chicago Alder- 
men took advantage of their knowledge that 
the Economic Fuel Gas company ordinance 
was sure to pass the Council over the Mayor’s 
veto and sold Chicago Gas stock short, secur- 
ing ahandsome profit, may or may not be true. 
It is a fact that Chicago Gas has been weak 
ever since the demand of the Economic com- 
pany for an extension of its franchise became 
known, and it is quite as reasonable to sup- 
pose that the speculative Aldermen sold it 
some time ago when the agitation began and 
the price of Chicago Gas stock was higher as 
that they sold it recently in anticipation of 
the passage of the ordinance over the Mayor’s 


veto. 

The fact is that the stock has been rather 
dull of late, and its action certainly does not 
indicate that insiders were manipulating it for 
a decline. It closed Monday night at 50 
and opened yesterday morning on the news of 
the passage of the ordinance of the Economic 
company at 50. It then gradually weakened, 
closing at 49. So far as the game has been 
played, if the Aldermen sold Chicago Gas, 
they may have a profit on paper of one or two 
points, | 

Chicago speculators have generally of late 
been bearish on Chicago Gas, but they have 
been doing little in it for the reason that they 
were aware that a New York chque holds 
practically all the stock and is in a position to 
manipulate a squeeze on the shorts at any 
time, no matter what the news may be.

HANDLING THE INDIANS WITH: GLOVES. 


An Attempt to Settle the Trouble at White 
Earth Agency Peaceably. / 

Sr. Paut, Minn, July 14.-[Special. ]|—The 
Interior Department, the army, and the White 
Earth Agency ate moving cautiously with a 
view to settling the trouble with the Chippewa 
Indians without bloodshed, Indian Commis- 
sioner Morgan telegraphed B. P, Schuler, 
agent at White Earth, this morning to forward 
at once his recommendation as to whether the 
$200,000 due the Indians should be paid in 
money or live stock and machinery. Henry 
M. Rice, a member of the Chippewa Com- 
mission, strongly advises against the pay- 
ment of cash, for he says the money would ail 
be gobbled in a few months by the traders. 
If riotous demonstrations cannot, however, 
be prevented in any other way the whole 
amount will be paid in money. A dispatch 
was received from Gen. Miles, who is still in 
charge of the Department of Dakota, asking 
for information, and saying that Maj. Powell 
of Fort Abraham Lincoln would investigate. 
Agent Schuler and Robert Beaulieu came in 
from White Earth this morning. Mr. Schuler 
expressed the belief that he could quell any 
disturbance with the agency police. The 
government, he said, prohibited public Indian 
dances and he has ordered the tearing down 
of their dance hall to remove the temptation. 

Fraastarr, Ari., July 14.—A sheep-herder 
arrived at this place iast night with the infor- 
mation that the Navajo Indians are gathering 
in vast numbers and seem to be greatly ex- 
cited and are preparing to resist any attempt 
on the part of the government to arrest the 
leaders in their raids on the cattle and sheep 
ranges in this vicinity. They have warned 
the stockmen to leave their imaginary terri- 
tory to them, threatening their lives if they do 
not do so, and it is the belief of the people that 
this is the commencement of the expected 
outbreak of the Navajo Indians. Twenty-five 
citizens left here last night to reinforce Sher- 
iff Francis and his posse of cowboys, and tele- 
grams have been forwarded to the Governor 
asking for troops to be ready to come at once. 
The Sheriff has issued warrants for the arrest 
of the Chief and others, but it is believed that 
they will only succeed in making things worse, 
as they are only a handful to so many well- 
armed Indians,

COMING TO CHICAGO TO VIEW HIS WORK. 


Sculptor Rebisso Expected Today to Inspect 
the Grant Statue in Lincoln Park. 

Mr. L. S. Rebisso of Cincinnati, the sculptor 
of the Grant monument now being erected in 
Lincoln Park, will arrive in the city today. 
The monument is now nearly completed and 
the work, it is thought, will be completed by 
Friday. Mr. Rebisso’s errand is to inspect 
his work as it stands on its gigantic pedestal 
and to suggest any changes which he thinks 
will tend to improve the effect of the great 
statue. When everything has been arranged 
satisfactorily the monument will be veiled and 
concealed from public. gaze until October, 
when it will be formally presented to the Lin- 
coln Park Commissioners. 

Col. Taylor, the Secretary of the Lincoln 
Park Board, has provided a tin box which will 
be deposited in the masonry under the statue.

San Dreco, Cal., July 14.--This afternoon 
Deputy United States Marshals Bredlove, 
Webb, Wilson, and Grether attempted to 
arrest some sailors ot the cruiser Charleston 
who had overstaid their shore leave and were 
carousing in a saloon. There were eleven 
sailors, and as Marshal Bredlove arrested one 
the others surrounded him and prevented the 
officer from taking the sailor. A patrol 
wagon arrived with reinforcements and the 
prisoner was taken to jail. When the patrol 
left a crowd of ’longshdremen . at- 
tacked the officers with pick- 
handles, gas-pipes, and other weapons. 
The officers finally escaped and the wounded 
were picked up. Robert Brown, a sailor on the 
Charleston, died in a few minutes from a blow 
on the head with a club said to have been in- 
flicted by Deputy Wilson. Another Charies- 
ton sailor named Paddy Burns is dying with a 
fractured skull. Deputies Bredlove and 
Grether were badly bruised about the head, 
and a number of other persons are injured. 
One was killed. Threats of lynching the dep- 
uties are freely made. Wilson, Bredlove, and 
Grether have disappeared.

THEY FIND FAULT WITH THEIR MAYOR. 


Citizens of Racine Disapprove of Mr. Case’s 
Administration. 

Race, Wis., July 14.—[Special.]—Capt. 
Easson sees that weeds are not allowed to 
grow on Maun street in the City of Racine. 
They call the Captain, the Weed Inspect- 
or, and his office is a regular one under thecity 
government. Jackson Irving Case, son of 
Jackson Irving Case, has been Mayor of Ra- 
cine since last-April, and as Mayor Case looks 
at Weed Inspector Easson he sees, Racine 
people say, the sole result of three 
months’ labor as Chief Executive of the 
Belle City. There are even some people mean 
enough to say that Mike Colbert is Mayor. 
Colbert has been in the Racine Council for 
fourteen years and by virtue of his length of 
service he presides over the sessions whenever 
Mr. Case is away with his horses. No one 
seems to know whether Mr. Colbert legally 
has full power as Mayor in the absence of Mr. 
Case, but it is pretty generally agreed that he 
exercises such power when occasion admits. 

Mass-meetings are of weekly occurrence in 
Racine. They are called by the men who 
three months ago elected Mr. Case and are 
held for the purpose, apparently, of trying to 
find out why they elected him. Mr. Case is in 
Racine occasionally; and when he drops off a 
train at the depot he is met regularly by a

- PEMOCRATIC HOUSEHOLD. 


Neal’s Friends Evince a Disposition to 
Knife the Executive if He Is Nominated 
Ante Likelihood That They Can 
Muster Enough Strength to Defeat Him 

in the Convention—A Disgraceful Street 
Fight Marks the Gathering of the Clans. 
Cuzvetanp, O., July 14. Special.|—The 
opposition to the renomination of Gov. Camp- 
bell assumed definite shape tonight at 10 o clock 
at the Wedaell House. It was the outcome of 
an impromptu meeting held in the afternoon 
at Memorial Post Hall, at which a committee 
consisting of A. R. Balin, H. L. Chap- 
man, E. Blandon, and J. D. Er- 
iston was appointed to draft a man- 
ifesto for the opposition to Campbell. 
The committee deliberated behind barred 
doors until 10 o’clock. Word had been passed 


‘that there would be an open-air meeting to 


hear the report. This did not come off, but 
about 100 people met in the parlors 
of the hotel and listened to 
the report, which was an emphatic state- 
ment against the renomination of Campbell. 
After the reading of the resolutions the vote 
was put on their adoption and those present 
voted for the same unanimously, Then an- 
other resolution was offered and adopted to 
the effect that when the motion shall be made 
in the conventior tomorrow to make the nom- 
ination of Campbell unanimous,:the roll 
call by delegates shall be demanded, and 
that the delegates comprising the opposition 
shall vote no. This resolution was adopted 
and the meeting adjourned without any sbeech- 
making wh atever. 

The Chairman of the meeting was L. A. 
Russell, who, two years ago, was the nominee 
of the men who bolted the nomination of 
Campbell. Thomp Burton, one of the leaders 
of this movement, is editor of the organ of 
the brewers and liquor men in Cjncinnati. 
When asked after the meeting to state to Tue 
Tripuns if this meant a bolt from Campbell 
this time, he said: Les sir, and it means a 
bolt of 10,000 voters.“ 

The Campbell men continue to assume an 
indifference to this opposition. They say it is 
the same old crowd that has always made 
trouble, or tried to, in the Democratic party 
in Ohio. It now looks as if a cyclone would 
hit the convention tomorrow. 


Will Work All Night on the Platform. 


The Committee on Platform will be in ses- 
sion nearly ail night. The important points 
have been decided except the silver question, 
which promises to create a prolonged discus- 
sion in the convention, The. tariff plank is 
founded on that of last year and is as follows: 

We demand the reduction of tariff taxes, and 
we will continue the battle for tariff reform until 
the cause of the people is triumphant. All money 
taken by law. from the people should go 
i the public treasury. Tariff taxes 

be for revenue only. All so- 

protective tariff taxes are dis 
honest, wasteful, and corrupting. They plunder 
the masses to enrich the few. They have crippled 
agriculture, retarded manufacturing, created 
trusts, destroyed commerce, and corrupted our 
lawmakers, o denounce the McKinley Tariff 
law passed by the billion-dollar Congress as an 
iniquitous, oppressive measure and an injury to 
the American farmer and laborer. 

A World’s Fair plenk is adopted as follows: 

No State in the Union has made greater prog- 
ress during the present centuryin the arts and 
sciences, in manufacture and agriculture, than 
the State of Ohio. The Democrats of Ohio 
pledge themselves to aidin every possible way 
the effort to make such an exhibit at the World's 
Columbian Exposition in 1893 as will demonstrate 
that this State is one of the greatest in natural 
resources and material wealth and progress of 
the Northwest territory.

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RUFFIANS MUST QUIT THE PIERS, 


Officials Concerting Measures to Make 
Them Safe Resorts. 

United States District-Attorney Milchrist is 
looking fot something in the United States 
statutes that will enable him to assist Engineer 
W. L. Marshall in the latter’s laudable ambi- 
tion to make the government piers resorts that 
respectable people can frequent in safety. 
He has not yet found any law that has not 
already been invoked against the malefactors, 
who each year m headquarters on the 
pier and carry on theit nefarious business, but 
he hopes to run against something that will 
operate effectually and finally against these 
disreputables. 

Capt. Marshali has already cleared the piers 
of the shanties erected by these people, but so 
far he been unable to drive away the 
bumboats.“ Of these craft about half a 
dozen are still doing business. Of course 
Black Jack“ Yattaw’s is the largest boat. 
He has defied the law so long that he thinks 
he owns the lake and the piers. 


None of these boats aré attached to the 


piers in any way. They are anchored to the 
bottom of the lake, about twelve feet from 
the pier, and are approached by portcullises 
which swing over the 
it. Capt. Marshall said yesterday: “I am 
waiting to hear from Mr. Milchrist. There 
is only one law that I know of that can be 
brought to operate against the bumboats, 
That is the law which prohibits any other 
building from being placed within forty feet 
of any Government structure. That would 
make the bumboats more difficult of access. 

As regards the three-shell workers and other 
disreputables who frequent the piers Capt. 
Marshall said the city police could drive 
them away. The ground on which the piers 
are built is under the jurisdiction of the State, 
and he thinks the city police has jurisdiction 
three miles out. “If the city authorities,” 
he said, ** cannot afford to station the police 
out there, I will put watchmen on duty if the 
city will give them police powers and if I 
could be assured that the police magistrates 
would punish offenders.

THE BOODLING ECONOMIC GAS ORDI- 
. NANCE, 
The Council has passed the Economic Gas 


ordinance over the Mayor’s veto. He set 
forth with good temper and great clearness 


the reasons why it should not go into force. 


The injury which would be done to the streets, 
the interference with business, and the intol- 
erable inconvenience of ripping up the thor- 
oughfares during the World’s Fair year and 
the one preceding it were set out so plainly 
that the dullest Alderman must have under- 
stood them. Yet the ordinance went through 
over the veto by a heavy vote. 

Some of the members of the Council voted 
for it because they had been paid to stand by 
the job from start to finish. The contract 
made with them covered all contingencies, a 
veto included. Other Aldermen voted with 
the boodlers from pure esprit de corps. They 
looked on this as a contest between the 
executive and legislative departments, and 
they felt bound to go with their own side— 
„the Council, right or wrong.“ And there 
may have been some simpletons who actually 
thought that they were voting for cheaper gas. 

One of those Aldermen in an interview with 
an evening paper professes to give the motive 
that actuated him in voting to override the 
veto. He said: 

Here is the reason of it: Some of the best men 
in the Council took pencils yesterday and made 
computations, and in the figures there was a mute 
eloquence that prompted them to take the course 
they did when the matter came up last night. 
For instance, there are about 25,000 or 26,000 lamp- 
posts in the city. The Economic company 
agrees to furnish gas to the city at $2.50 
a post per annum less than the present 
figures, which is a direct saving to the tax- 
payers of $62,500 every year, as compared with the 
amount paid the gas trust under the present con- 
tract. Private consumers of gas are to be given 
that illuminant at one-fifth less per 1,000 feet than 
the existing rates, which means a saving of a vast 
sum every year in money that comes directly from 
the householders. You know the gas output of 
Chicago is 3,000,000,000 cubic foot a year. A re- 
duction of B cents per thousand means a saving 
of $700,000 a year, therefore a sum worth consider- 
ing, it seems to me. 

If this Alderman had employed his brains 
more and his pencil less it would have oc- 
curred to him that the Economie Gas com- 
pany will never lay a mile of gas-pipe in any 
of twenty-five of the outlying wards. It will 
extend its lines only to embrace what is 
known as the cream of the gas territory. It is 
not going to lay down pipes in the wage-work- 
ing districts, where three-fourths of the cot- 
tagers and tenants have no gas because oil 
lamps furnish just as good a light at a third 
or quarter of what ges costs. The Eco- 
nomic” will not run pipes where they could 
serve even 5,000 lamps—probably not where 
they could serve 2,500. The city is extending 
its electric light plant to cover all the leading 
business streets of the three divisions and a 
considerable portion of the more thickly-pop- 
ulated residence streets, and is turning off 
the stree:-lamp gas. Practically the city will 
save nothing on its lamppost gas for those 
reasons. Hence the Alderman is fooling him- 
self and trying to humbug others with his non- 
sensical talk of the city saving $62,500 a year 
on its street-lamp gas. 

But he figures out a saving of $700,000a 
year on the bills of private consumers, when 
in point of fact the Economie company 
will never lay their gas mains past the houses 
of one-third of the people using gas. They 
have no intention of trying to serve any but 
those in the business districts, whose streets 
will be torn up and traffic thereon thrown into 
confusion. It would not pay so economic a 
company to distribute their gas into the lean 
districts, well knowing that when they did the 
old companies would cut down their rates. 
The apprehension or knowledge of this fact 
will keep them out of ali territory except the 
heart of the city, where they will do the most 
harm to the streets and public by their ripping 
up the pavements. The whole things consists 
of boodle nickel-plating and fraud. 


CONSUMPTION OF COFFEE. 

The imports of coffee into the United States 
for the fiscal year ending with June, 1889, 
were slightly larger than those for the suc- 
ceeding twelve months. They amounted to 
578,397,454 pounds. Subtracting the exports, 
the domestic consumption was 661,132,100 
pounds, valued at $72,140,000. That was 8.69 
pounds for every man, woman, and child in 
the country, at an average price of 18,3 cents, 
oratotal per capita cost of $1.59. During 
the last twenty years our receipts have in- 
creased nearly 246 per cent, while according 
to the census figures the increase in popula- 
tion was but 624¢ per cent. The total 
consumption by Europe and the United 
States for the year noted is stated 
as 616,577 tons, of which this country 
used 38 per cent. The annual crop of the 
world is estimated to exceed eleven billion 
pounds, worth at first hands $135,000,000, The 
lands in which this enormous quantity is 


grown are all situated between the parallels 


of thirty degrees north and south latitude. 
The area tributary to Mokha, or Mocha, a 
small town on the coast of the Red Sea, is 
one of these, was the original center of coffee 
culture, and for about two centuries yielded 
the entire supply of the world. But the ex- 
ports from that section have decreased 60 per 
cent in the last forty years, and so little of it 
comes to the United States that it has been 
suggested the label Not Mocha“ would cor- 
rectly designate the berries offered here for 
sale. Very few of the real Mocha berries go 
farther West than Constantinople. 

The coffee plant is now cultivated in British 
India and neighboring islands, as Java, Cey- 
lon, and Sumatra; in several parts of Africa, 
including Liberia; in most of the islands in 


the Gulf of Mexico, several of the countries of 


Central America, Mexico, and Brazil. A port 
in the last-named country has given its dasig- 
nation to the well-known Rio coffee. The 
coffee dries there rapidly and without fer- 
menting when spread on the ground, and new 
processes have recently been introducea inthe 
culture and preparation for market, both 
steam and electricity being pressed into the 
service. It is stated that a great deal of the 


best product of Brazilian plantations is sold 


under the name of Java or Mocha. The an- 
nual exports are about 30,000 tons, of which 60 
per cent is taken by the United States, : 

Not far from 90 per cent of the receipts of 
coffee by the United States come from coun- 
tries on or geographically belonging to this 
continent. We take $65,000,000 worth of cof- 
fee per year from within the areas to which 
Mr. Blaine proposed to apply his policy of reo- 


| iprocity in trade with the United States. By 


far the greater portion of that sixty-five mill- 


ions is paid for with gold which goes to Hu- 
taxes on property, interest. 


on loans, or in purchase of articles which the 


| eoffee-growers of the New World want to con- 
sume. This is neither fair to ourselves nor 


necessary to preserve the balance of trade be- 
tween those and other countries. The coffee- 
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arrangement would suit us far better than the 


one in force up to a few months ago, Already 
arrangements have been made with Brazil and 
are pending with Venezuela and Santo Do- 
mingo and Hayti and on behalf of Cuba, 
Puerto Rico, and Jamaica, All of these are 
coffee-growing countries, and the carrying out 
of reciprocal trade with them will give us 
much more than half our annual consump- 
tion in exchange for articles of prodyce or 
merchandise of which we have a surplus. We 
shall thus at once have secured practically the 
extension of our imports by some $50,000,000 
in the coffee trade alone, to say nothing of the 
gain in exchanges for sugar, rubber, and other 
South American products. 


THE BOODLE-NICKEL-PLATE GAS ORDI- 
NANCE, 

Nominally the ordinance is in force. 
Whether anything ever will be done under it 
depends entirely on the city government, on 
the citizens, and the old gas companies, It has 
been intimated that the latter are the ones 
who put this franchise through, so that they 
might free themselves from the danger of 
possible future rivalry—that they have paid 
the boodle Aldermen a certain sum in order 
that their mains could not be paralleled. If 
this is true the interference with the streets 
will be comparatively small, for only enough 
work will be done to save the franchise. 
If this is not true, and the present companies 
are menaced, the wisest thing they can do 
will be to drop at ‘once to dollar gas. 
If they will do that and bind themselves to 
stick to it the promoters of the Economic will 
have great difficulty in finding fools to buy 
their chromos. Of course the men who hold 
this franchise have no intention of putting 
their own money into the gas business. They 
wish to Start a bond and ‘stock factory, not 
gas works. | 

The duty of the city administration is plain 
enough. The ordinance provides: 

Such company shall do no permanent injury to 
any street, sidewalk, alley, avenue, or public 
place, or shade-tree, or in any manner unneces- 
sarily disturb or interfere with any water pipe, 
sewer, or gas pipe, now or hereafter, laid by said 
city or any authorized company or corpora tion. 
0 . Said company shall not make any excava- 
tion in any street, avenue, alley, or public place 


without first procuring a permit for that purpose 
from the Department of Public Works. 


The first thing for the city to do is to make 
a set of maps showing for every street to be 
occupied by the Economie“ company the 
sewers, pipes, conduits, mains, and horse and 
cable car tracks that it now contains. Then, 
and not till then, will the city authorities be 
able to know how far it will be possible, with 
due regard to public interests, to permit the 
laying of new gas mains in the streets of the 
business district. The space beneath the pave- 
ment is limited. Part of it is reserved al- 
ready for purely municipal purposes. More 
will be required. Small water pipes will have 
to be taken up and larger ones laid. New ones 
will have to be put down to meet new waais. 
Nothing but the lack of money has 
kept the city from starting a high-pressure 
water service in the section between Halsted, 
Twenty-second, the lake, and Division for 
the purpose of protecting from fire the great- 
er part of the consumable wealth of Chicago. 
Space must be reserved by the city for water- 
pipes bhereafter to be laid, so that it may 
not have to rent from a private corporation 
room in its own streets. 

Therefore if it becomes apparent to the 
Commissioner of Public Works that the inter- 
ests of the city make it improper or impractic- 
able to allow the Econowic the use of certain 
streets because there will be no room to spare 
he will refuse the permit. Possibly the company 
will go into the courts. So much the better. 
The city will fight from the Circuit to the 
Supreme Court. It will lay bare the frauds of 
this ordinance and will put a pretty effectual 
stop on the sales of the bonds and stocks to 
construct the boodle-nickel-plate mains. 
Even the silliest suckers will not care to buy 
into a big lawsuit with Chicago. 

And even where the Commissioner thinks it 
safe to allow new mains to be laid he will 
dictate just where in the street they shall be 
put down, if he can find such space for thein. 
He will regulate the time of laying them, the 
manner in which the work shall be done, and 
how much of a street can be occupied at any 
one time. If the company does not like to 
accept these conditions, let it go to law 
about it. 


STOP THAT $44.50 A FOOT EXTRAVA- 
GANCE 


‘Commissioner Aldrich has acted with com- 
mendable promptness in calling attention to 
the outrageous extravagance in cunnection 
with the new Lake View tunnel authorized 
without warrant by Commissioner Purdy. It 
is high time that this drain on the water fund 
should cease. Cutting a six-foot tunnel at 
the rate of $44.50 per lineal foot is too ex- 
pensive a luxury to indulge in just now. The 
Finance committee should act promptly on 
Commissioner Aldrich’s report. The tunnel- 
ing should not be carried beyond the line of 
the original contract, the 5,000 feet distance. 
The crib, which appears to bein readiness, 
should be put in at that point. The water 1s 
good there. It is clear, pure, and wholesome. 
It is far removed from contaminating influ- 
ences. No polluted matter flows into the 
lake north of the point, and it is 


not likely that any will be permitted 


in the future. The wash of the waters is to 
the south. Surely if it is expected to get pure 
water through the north shore inlet tunnel, 
whose intake will not be half a mile trom the 
ehore of the populous North Division, pure 
water may be counted a certainty from a point 
one mile distant trom the sparsely populated 
shore of the northern section of Lake View. 
The Lake View people are clamoring for good 
water. They can be supplied with abundance 
of it if the section of the tunnel already con- 
structed is utilized this fall as suggested. 


CIVILIZING THE INDIAN, 

Indian Commissioner T. J. Morgan has fur. 
nished the New York Recorder an interesting 
statement of the course of the administration 
in dealihg with Indian affairs, which appears 
elsewhere in Tun Trirstnz. Some of his re- 
marks are especially noteworthy: 

To make Indian Americans out of Amer- 
ican Indians, preparing them by education 
for civilization, changing them from ‘wards 
of the nation’ to citizens of the Republic, and 
from ovcupants of vast tracts of wild lands as 
tribesmen to owners in severalty of cultivated 
real estate, constitute the policy of the gov- 
ernment, to be steadily pursued until the prob- 
lem of the aborigines shall be solved. 

As an Indian takes the ownership of land in 
severalty he becomes a citizen, and his future 
is therefore in his own hands, like that of any 
other citizen of the United States ready to 
earn his own living under favoring conditions. 

But the number and variety of incongru- 
ous treaties with particular tribes and tribal 


to complete the work, of which education in 
English must be tne foundation. But enough 
has already been accomplished to show not 
only that success can be achieved but also 
how to achieve it.

Rules, now in session in New York, is consid- 
ering among other reforms ways and means 
to make the funerals of Senators and mem- 
bers of the House less expensive; in other 
words, to do away with the junketing features 
of these funerals by limiting the number of the 
official mourners and reducing the expend- 
itures for the funeral baked meats and other 
official expregsions of grief of which the 
mourners make such lavish display at the cost 
of the people at large, 

It is always seemly to pay decorous and 
kindly tribute to the memory of deceased as- 
sociates, and the people never will begrudge 
any reasonable expenditure of their money 
for that purpose, but when the Congressior.al 
end of the funeral cortége becomes simply a 
junketing appendage, even death may be too 
costly for popular approval. This was con- 
spicuously the case in connection with the 
progress of the funeral train of the late Cali- 
fornia Senator from Washington to San 
Francisco, If all reports be ‘true the 
grief of the committee was so intense 
and long continued that after leaving 
the Mississippi manifestations of it were 
found in all the States and Territories trav- 
ersed by the roads m every county, and in al- 
most every school section, in the shape of 
empty bottles and cigar-boxes, whose con- 
tents had been absorbed by the mourners and 
paid for by the people. Such transcontinental 
grief as this is too much, It is wearing on 
the official mourners and exasperating to the 
public, which foots the bill. . 

It is time to calla halt. In the first place 
the funeral committees should be reduced. 
Two members from each House are just as 
respectful to the memory ot the deceased as 
half a dozen, and two members are only one- 
third as hungry and thirsty as six. If their 
mourning is sincere, they are certainly suffi- 
cient. If it is not sincere, there is only one- 
third the amount of hypocritical sorrow. In 
the second place, the expenses should be re- 
duced. Those who attend the remains should 
be allowed transportation and board and 
nothing more. If it is necessary 
for them to have cigars, wines, 
and stronger liquors by cases, boxes, 
and barrels, then let them pay for them 
themselves. Establish such a rule as this and 
grief will soon cease such alarming gustatory 
expression. It is needless to say that it will 
make Congressional funerals more seemly, 
respectful, and quiet, and more reverential to 
the memory of the dead and the feclings of 
the family. The Senate committee cannot act 
any too promptly in revising this whole busi- 
ness and in reducing the cost of dead Con- 
gressmen to the Public Treasury. 


THE RAIN-DOCTORS, 

It has often been claimed that heavy rains 
are pretty certain to follow great battles, and 
this is ascribed to the disturbance of the air 
by cannonades and the discharges of musketry. 
Perhaps it may be truly said that this is the 
principal argument adduced in support of the 
theory that rain can be produced artificially 
by explosions in the air at or near the place 
where rain is wanted, In view of this it may 
be noted as singular that the belief in the con- 
nection of battles and rainfall is older than 
the invention of gunpowder, unless we con- 
cede the claim that the Chinese found out how 
to make it long before the Chris- 
tian era. And such admission would 
not help the argument, since the be- 
lief alluded to was held among people who did 
not avail themselveg of this supposed knowl- 
edge among the inhabitants of the Flowery 
Kingdom. Plutarch is on record as saying: 
It is a matter of current observation that 
extraordinary rains generally fall after great 
battles. He explains it by stating that either 
some divine power in this way cleanses the 


polluted earth, or moist and heavy vapors 


steam forth from the blood, and thicken the 
air, and make the moisture fall. f 

Such an explanation is worthy of the age 
that produced it and may be dismissed with- 
out comment, but it is different with the state- 
ment of fact. If the fall of rain was observed 
to follow battles before gunpowder was used 
in war the consequence is pretty good evi- 
dence that the now alleged reason is a false 
one, and that it is not the air concussions due 
to the discharge of musketry or artillery 
which cause rain in modern times. Hence 
the great argument adduced in support of, 
the theory that rain can be caused by deto- 
nation or explosion in the future falls to the 
ground, and with it drops out of tenability 
the claim that there is a reasonable chance of 
obtaining rain by the use of explosives such 
as would warrant the expenditure of money 
in expetiments suggested by Powers twenty 
years ago and recently advocated by Senator 
Farwell and Col. Dyrenforth, the latter of 
whom has started to Texas to send up his 
dynamite balloons in the upper air. There is no 
longer a valid excuse for spending the money 
of the people on the effort, though no one 
could object to its being tried by the use of 
private funds if anybody wants to contribute 
them for the purpose. 


MINNEPAUL, 

The movement for the union of the twin 
cities, Minneapolis and St. Paul, progresses 
steadily. Monday last the Chamber of Com- 
merce of St. Paul voted almost unanimously 
for a resolution appointing a committee of 
seven with authority to take such steps as ap- 
pear to its members most expedient and 
proper to inaugurate a movement for the 
speedy union of the two cities, and also sent 
an urgent request that the Board of Trade of 
Minneapolis appoint a similar committee to 
confer with that from the St. Paul board. 
There is little doubt that Minneapolis will 
concede the request, and that the two Cities 
will suggest some plan of union which will be 
mutually acceptable. It is agreed al- 
ready by the business- men of both 
cities that a union will be of great 
advantage to their interests. So far as the 
political features are concerned there should 
be nothing to stand in the way. The capital 
could be moved to Fort Snelling, which would 
place it near the center of the two cities, and 
as far as the postoffice is concerned the pres- 
ent buildings could be retained, as has been 
suggested, one ot them to be a branch office.

WRECKED IN THE SOUTHERN OCEAN. 


Frightful and Fatal Experience of Neal 
and George Morrison of Quincy, III. 

Quincy, III., July 14.—[ Special. — George 
Morrison, son of Theodore Morrison of this 
city, has arrived here, bringing with him the 
body of his brother Neal, whose death was 
the result of ashipwreck experience in the 
South Pacific Ocean.

AGAINST THE STANDARD’S OFFER. 


Opposition to the Proposal to Lease the 
Company Tank Ground, 

AMSTERDAM, July 14.—A proposal to grant 
the Standard Oil company a ten-year lease of 
sites at Rotterdam and Antwerp for the erec- 
tion of oil taaks has been discussed by. the 
municipal authorities. The Chamber de Com- 
merce Fabriques supported the proposal. Sev- 
eral commercial houses presented a petition in 
favor of the rejection of the proposal on 
the ground that the lease would assist the 
Standard Oil monopoly and prove injurious 
to retailers and general consumers. The Am- 
sterdam Petroleum Harbor company, which 
is now using part of the land to be 
included in the roposed lease, spe- 
cially opposes t proposal, urg.

The 
Council rejected the motion for a temporary 
refusal of the grünt and postponed decision 
on the main question.

TO SYNDICATE THE GLUCOSE FACTORIES. 


Another Combine Involving Millions of 
Foreign Capital. 

Another English syndicate is trying to get a 
foothold on an important iudustry in this 
country. It proposes, if its scheme is success- 
ful, to control the manufacture of glucose, to 
become a rival of the starch combine, and 
also take a hand in the fight against the whisky 
trust. 

Col. H. Cooper Gleadow, a wealthy English- 
man, was in the city last week with a party of 
his countrymen, and was the guest of Levy 
Mayer. Mr. Mayer was attorney for the 
glucose trust, which was dissolved in Novem- 
ber or December last, and is still the legal 
adviser of some of the concerns which formed 
that combine. Regarding the matter Mr. 
Mayer said yesterday: 

It is true that some of the glucose com- 
panies have for some time had under consid- 
eration a proposition for an amalgamation 
and possible sale of their properties. The 
names of the companies which have had the 
matter under consideration, the other parties 
interested, the name of the proposed pur- 
chaser, and the terms are matters that, as an 
attorney for the parties, I am not at liberty 
to speak of. The transaction is still in quite 
an embryonic condition, 

As to my business with Col. Gleadow, it 
was of a strictly confidential character. The 
plant of the Chicago Sugar Refining company 
is not for sale and therefore is not likely to 
be included in the enterprise referred to. 

“The glucose trust or pool, as it was 
called, has been dead since last fall. I know 
as its counsel, that it was dissolved then and 
that the members of the former have 
been transacting business entirely independ- 
ently of one another. 

There are only eight glucose establishments 
in the country and all were in thenow defunct 
trust. They are located at Buffalo, N. Y., 
Glencoe, N. I., Davenport and Marshalltown, 
Ia., Waukegan, East St. Louis, Peoria, and 
Chicago. The Chicago Sugar Refining com- 
pany is the only one in this city. 

The combined capacity is 60,000 to 70,000 
bushels of corn a day. The properties are 
valued at $16,000,000, and to work them it is 
said that bonds of the par value of $20,000,000 
will be put on the market if the purchase is 
consummated, 

An improved process has been discovered 
in the manufacture of glucose, which, it is 
claimed, will increase by 15 per cent the 
amount of the manufactured product ex- 
tracted from each bushel of corn. This proc- 
ess is jealously guarded as a secret of the 
trade, and has not even been patented. The 
proposed transfer of the properties would in- 
clude this valuable secret. 


GLASSBLOWERS MAY AMALGAMATE. 


They May Also Strike—Quarrymen Success- 
fully Demand Better Wages, 

St. Lovis, Mo., July 14—The question 
whether the Glassblowers’ Association will 
leave the Knights of Labor and join the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor is before the con- 
vention. A pollof the delegates showed that 
over one-half of them favored amalgamation. 
A demand will be made to increase the price 
of blowing beer and mineral water bottles 18 
to 20 per cent, and a strike will probably fol- 
low. The association numbers 5,000 members.

BIG SHOW FOR AGRICULTURE, 


Chief Buchanaan Meets with Hearty En- 
couragement at the Capital. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., July 14.—[Special.]— 
W. I, Buchanaan, Chief of the Departinent of 
Agriculture, put in an appearance at the cap- 
ital today and immediately devoted himself 
to the big Agricultural Department. Accom- 
panied by Dr. Fernow of the Forestry Divis- 
ion Mr. Buchanaan visited the headquarters 
of the Government Board, where he met 
Secretary Bickford and several members 
of the board. With these he discussed the 
situation as it is at Chicago. Mr. Buch anaan 
stated tonight that the object of his visit to 
Washington at this time is to learn what the 
government proposes to dc jn his branch of 
the Exposition. He found on every side 
a disposition manifested to aid in mak- 
ing the Fair the big success it deserves 
to be, and particularly in the Agricult- 
ural line. All the research made by the for- 
estry and other divisions of Secretary Rusk’s 
branch of the public service have been placed 
at his disposal and the display cf fibrous and 
textile material will be of a character to make 
even people accustomed to wonders open 
their eyes. Four immense buildings are to 
be constructed. The first will be 800 feet long 
by 500 wide, while a second buildmg or annex 
to the main building, intended for the display 
of agriculttral implements, will be 500 feet in 
length by 300 in width.

ASSESSMENT IN THE SOUTH TOWN. 


It Exceeds That of Last Year by $2,500,000, 

South Town Assessor Richards completed 
the assessment of the property in his territory 
yesterday and the exact figures will probably 
be given out today. 

The assessment will excced that of last year 
$2,500,000. The property north of Twelfth 
street has been assessed $4,500,000 more than 
it was last year. This territory contains the 
business district of Chicago, and during the 
last year extensive improvements have been 
made. Several of the largest structures in 
the city have been erected in this territory 
during the last twelve months. 

In the residence district south of Twelfth 
street and east of State the assessment has 
been reduced $1,250,000 as compared with last 
year’s figures, and in the territory west of 
State street and south of Twelfth the assess- 
ment has been ligi.tened $750,000. The differ- 
ence between the reduction and the increase 
leaves a total increase of $2,500,000. 


FOR CLEANSING THE SOUTH BRANCH. 


Confergnce with the Drainage Commission- 
ers Proposed. 

Commissioner Aldrich and Engineer Clarke 
had a conference yesterday in reference to 
Aid, Cullerton’s suggestion for the use of the 
$150,000 appropriated last year for cleansing 
the South Branch. Ald. Cullerton’s idea was 
to use the money in the construction of a 34- 
inch flushing main, which could also be used 
as a main sewer along Thirty-ninth street. 

It is understood Mr. Clarke does not think 
favorably of the suggestion. A 34inch main 
would be inadequate for the purpose of flush- 
ing the South Fork. It ought not in any case 
be run along Thirty-ninth street, which isa 
paved business street. It would be better 
that it should be run along Fortieth street, 
which is mostly covered with railroad tracks. 

But then, it has been pointed out, work on 
this proposed: flushing main at this juncture 
would be money thrown away just now. The 
Drainage Commissioners at their meeting to- 
day will outline the route of their main chan- 
nel to Summit as follows: 

From the south fork of the South Branch at a 
point about four blocks east of Western avenue 
in a west-north-westerly direction to the Ogden 
Ditch at a point where the western boundary line 
of the city intersects said ditch, thence along the 
Ogden Ditch to the Desplaines at Summit. 

The channel would cross the canal about 
fifty yards of the point where Thirty-niuth 
street intersects the canal. Now this route 
not only implies the widening and deepening 
of the South Fork west of Halsted street, but 
it also implies the construction of an aque- 
duct from the lake tothe South Branch at 
Halsted street so as to supply the new channel 
with the necessary volume of water. 

Commissioner Aldrich has given these facts 
his serious attention, and he proposes to con- 
sult Ald. Cullerton and the members of the 
Finance committee concerning them with a 
view to bringing about a conference between 
the city authorities and the Drainage Commis- 
sioners so as to expedite the work and render 
it the more effective. The aqueduct proposed 
by the Drainage Commissioners would answer 
all the purposes of a flushing sewer most ef- 
fectually. 

Ald. Madden and Gahan had an interview 
with Mr. Aldrich and urged a conference with 
the Drainage Trustees. One of the most in- 
fluential members of the Drainage Commis- 
sion said: We ought to act harmoniously 
with the city authorities in these matters. 
Care must be uscd that the drainage is turned 
towards the river and not towards the lake. 
Sooner or later the drainage will be diverted 
towards the river.“ | 

This Commissioner said that an aqueduct was 
contemplated between the lake and the South 
Fork along Fortieth street. But, he added, 
no pumping works will be necessary. The 
water can be brought by gravity from the 
lake to the South Fork, 4 without the ex- 
pense of pumping works.”’ 


LINCOLN PARK BOARD AUDITOR, 


Mr. Leicht Succeeds Mr. May—Life Saving 
Arrangements. 

Commissioner May tendered his resignation 
as Auditor of the Lincoly Park Board of Com- 
missioners at a meeting of the board yesterday 
afternoon in the Chicago Opera-House build- 
ing, and Commissioner Leicht was elected in 
this place. Mr. May gave up the position on 
account of the pressing nature of his duties as 
City Controller. 

It was decided that life-saving apparatus 
shall be secured for use along the Park Front 
and the Lake Front drive. The prevalence of 
accidental and suicidal drownings in and near 
pleasure grounds where there 1s water and the 
almost total lack of rescuing implements was 
debated by the board at some length. It was 
agreed that lives might be saved frequently 
by the presence of a rope, pole, or buoy. 

The outer driveway was ordered extended 
from Fullerton avenue north to Diversey 
street. The suggestion of United States Engi- 
neer Marshall regarding the protection of the 
seawall by rip-rap (a mixture of stone and 
bark) was approved. The proposition of the 
City Council to convert Fullerton avenue into 
a boulevard from North Clark street to the 
Park was accepted.

The Chilean Con- 
gressional party has now about a dozen rep- 
resentatives, and all of them who are seeking 
to influence public sentiment started in by 
denouncing the United States. But when they 
come to Washington and find that the Minis- 
ter has simply been carrying out instructions 
they changed their tone. 3 
The Chilean situation has been discussed 

several times at Cabinet meetings and was 
the subject of special attention by Secretary 
Blaine before he became ill. The insurgents 
have enlisted powerful friends in this country, 
and every possible influence has been brought 
to bear to secure the removal of Minister 
Egan and the recognition of the Congres- 
sional party as beiligerents. But the only 
outcome has been to reiterate the instructions 
to the Minister that Balmaceda’s government 
is the only one he can recognize, For follow- 
ing his instructions Mr. Egan has been de- 
nounced as a partisan of Balmaceda. 
The Cabinet has been guided in 
its conclusions by ‘the precedents and 
principles of international law. It has. had 
full information of the situation from sources 
outside the diplomatic representatives. Ad- 
miral McCann made a special investigation 
both at the Balmaceda headquarters and at 
the insurgent stronghold in Iquique. His re- 
port has never been made public for good rea- 
sons, but it is stated that its conclusions were 
more unfavorable to the insurgents than any- 
thing which came from the legation at Santi- 
ago. Thoughthe insurgents are working in 
every direction to gain some sort of official 
recognition they have poor chances of suc- 
cess. 


LOOKING FOR BETTER REORUITS, 


Material for Good Soldiers Found in the 
Country Towns. 

Wasutnator, D. C., July 14.—[Special. |— 
Ever since public and official attention was 
directed to the subject of the frequency of 
desertions from the army, a year ago or so, 
there has been a determined effort on the part 
of the officials to improve the quality of the 
material with which the service was recruited, 
in the belief that in this lay the remedy for 
the grave evil for which a cause was so dili- 
gently sought. Extra endeavors were made 
to secure young men who sought the army as 
a profession -ather than as a haven of refuge, 
and to this end the efforts of recruiting officers 
have been systematically turned away from 
cities toward the country. The new system 
has just begun to show its fruits and is more 
than justifying the expectations of those who 
inaugurated it. An officer of the Adjutant- 
General’s Department who has charge of this 
work remarked to a reporter the other day : 

We are having good luck with our later 
recruits, and I think that the army is today 
composed of a better class of people than ever 
before. We have abandoned the city field 
almost entirely for the country, where we are 
more aptto find vigorous young men, free 
from the contamination of the rough life of 
towns, eager to do well and to wear chevrons. 
Such men make good soldiers, far better than 
the old, et ps tuughs who come out of the 
slums to enlist as a last resort or as a means 
of drowning their identities. For one thing, 
we have issued a neat lithographic poster 
showing the soldier of the service in his best 
uniforms and presenting an attractive picture 
of army life. It takes with countrymen quick- 
er than with thefhardened denizen of the town, 
to whom smart clothes is less of an attraction 
than a glass of beer.“ 


SECRETARY RUSK’S BIG BOOK. 


His Annual Report the Largest Ever Turned 
Out by the Printing Bureau. 
™ WasHineton, D. C., June 14,—[Special, ]— 
Secretary Rusk has been putting in the time 
before his vacation reading proof, The forth- 
coming annual report of the Secretary of 
Agriculture is the largest edition of a govern- 
ment publication ever issued from the Gov- 
ernment Printing Office, the total number or- 
dered by Congress bemg 404,774. To hold the 
entire edition would require a book-shelf over 
twelve and a half miles in length, the books 
standing on end and packed as closely to- 
gether as possible. To print this edition re- 
quires 15,700 reams of white paper twenty- 
four inches wide and thirty-eight inches long. 
Each ream weighs forty-eight pounds 
and the tetal quantity ot paper thus required 
is 753,600 pounds, or 376 tons. The sheets laid 
end to end would form a 24-inch band of pa- 
rfrom San Francisco to New York and 

ack again as far as Minneapolis, It takes a 
ton and a half of printer’s ink to do the press 
work aside from the illustrations of the book. 
It may be interesting to the Farmers’ Alliance 
to know that nearly all the materials required 
to bind this edition are indirectly farm prod- 
ucts. Some 48,000 yards of cotton cloth are 
used, besides 3,000 bundles of binders’ boards, 
which are made from straw, woo] pulp, and 
old rope, one and one-half tons of glue, five 
barrels of flour for making paste, 700 pounds 
of linen thread, 2,400 spools of cotton thread, 
and 400,000 sheets of imitation gold-leaf, or 
** Dutch metal,“ as it is called, for printing 
the title on the cover, 

More than 325 people are exclusively employed 
in the Government Printing Office in the publi- 
cation of this report, the work of 246 of whom 
consists in folding, gathering, inserting plates, 
sewing the backs on the books, and finally in- 
laying the gold leaf on the covers for the print- 
ing of the titles. The printingisall done on an 
old press, which is said to be the first Webb 
book press ever built in this country. This 
old machine has been running night and day 
for two months, but the entire edition of the 
report will not be run off before Aug. 1,

Further Tests of Armor Plates. 


Further tests of American armor plate were 
made atthe Annapolis proving ground last Sat- 
urday with the most gratifyine results. Two 
three-inch all steel plates had been prepared b 
Carnegie, Phipps & Co., with the surfaces trea 
by the new Harvey process. To give the process 
a complete test under better conditions than have 
been heretofore realized the plates were made 


with less carbon in their composition than the 


three plates tested some months ago, The offi- 
cial res rt of the tests has not. yet been received, 
but officers present say that the plates satisfac- 
torily resisted the fire from a six- pound Hotch- 
kiss rifle, a severe test. 

Instructions to the Alaska Experts. 

Acting Secretary Wharton of the Department 
of State has sent instructions to Profs. Menden- 
hall and Merriam, the expert agents appointed to 
go to Alaska to learn all the facts respecting the 
seal fisheries. These instructions are to collect. 
all possible information upon the subject of 
breeding places, effects of pune sealing, 
diminution of the number of seals. proper lines of 
demarkation in the event that close seasons are 
regarded as necessary, and the proner ‘months to 
be included in such seasons. The United States 
steamer Marion, which will convey the agents to 
Alaska, is now at Port Townsend, Wash., and is 
expected to sail northward the 17th inst. 

Washington Notes, — 

The Chief of the Bureau of Statistics reports 
that the total value of the exports of beef and 
hog products from the United States during the 
month of June, 1891, was $6,944,783.

YARD UP FOR CONTEMPT OF COURT. 


Marsh’s Partner Explains Why He Re- 
fused to Testify. 

Puitaperpars, Pa., July 14.—H. H. Yard 
was brought into the Common Pleas Court 
this morning on an attachment for contempt 
in refusing to obey the order of the court di- 
recting Yard to appear before the City Coun- 
cil Investigating committee and angwer ques- 
tions regarding his connection with business 
transactions of the Keytone National Bank 
and with ex City Treasurer John Bradsley. 

Counsel for Yard, Maher Sulsberger, in- 
formed the court that by his instructions Yard 
had not appeared before the committee, as he 
(the attorney) had filed a writ of certiorari 
with the Supreme Court appealing from the 
court’s order. 

City Solicitor Warwick, on behalf of the In- 
vestigating committee, claimed that the mere 
act of filing this wrt did not relieve Yard of 
the writs of court, and asked that Yard be 
committed for contempt. 

Judge Allison, after hearing the argument, 
expressed a desire to have the decision in the 
case given by the full bench and continued 
the case until Saturday next, when it will be 
brought before Judges Allison, Biddle, and 
Bregy. Yard was 1 under $5,000 bail to 
appear that day. Yard is at present under 
$10,000 bail on the charge of conspiracy with 
John Bardsley in the misyse of public funds, 
and he claims that to testify before the com- 
mittee would jeopardize his cause when called 
for trial. 


TORTURED, STARVED, AND DEFRAUDED. 


Such Is the Treatment Navassa Phosphate 
Company's Men Say They Endured. 
Bartmore, Md., July 14.+[Special.]—A 

distressed-looking crowd of négroes was be- 

fore United States Commissioter Rogers this 
morning to testify to the cruel treatment they 
had received on the Navassa Phosphate com- 
pany’s island. William Henry Harrison was 
the first witness. He told a story of terrible 
hardships and torture. While loading stores 
from a ship a bolt struck his wrist, disabling 
him. While his wrist was swollen so that he 
eould hardly get his shirt off he was sent to 
shovel dirt, but he could not hold the shovel 
in his hand. Mr. Stamford, one of the 
bosses, sent him to jail and said he didn't 
care if the hand rotted off. While in this 
condition Harrison said he was put in the 
stocks and triced up for four days. He was 


given nothing but bread and water. Then he. 


was sent to the hospital, where he was charged 
$laday. John White, John Hall, Charles 
Read, and John Harrison gave similar testi- 
mony. The evidence produced a decided sen- 
sation. The testimony of each man was about 
the same, except as to the length of time the 
punishment lasted. It averaged, they said 
from two and one-half to six hours each, and 
besides the foul food the tre@§ment, they al- 
lege, was barbarous in the extreme and im- 
posed for the most trivial offenses. The case 
was not concluded. The United States au- 
thorities will make a thorough investigation.

The position of the Indians in this country 
is quite anomalous and calls for exceptional 
legislation and peculiar modes of administra- 
tion. The Indians are unlike any other class 
of our people and have a civilization, if their 
mode of life can be called by that name, en- 
tirely unique, 

In All Things Different. 

For the most part they are almost entirely 
ignorant cf the English language and persist 
with marvelous conservatism in their use of 
their native languages, requiring the Govern- 
ment to transact the great body of its business 
with them through interpreters. While intel- 
ligent within the range of their observation 
and experience, they are lamentably ignorant 
on almost all those questions which constitute 
the common fund of intelligence among white 
people. They have no literature, they have no 


read no newspapers, they have no science, no phi- 
losophy. no history, except the limited unreliable 
etreams of tradition that filter down from genera- 
tion to generation ; they persist for the most part 
in their old traditional modes of dress and habits 
of living; many of them are g ly superstitio 
cherisbing the mest absurd notions of spiritua 
things; they have strong race antagonisms which 
separate them from each other, and, for the most 
part, agree in a bitter hatred of the whites, whom 
they have been taught from immemorial days to 
regard as their enemies, oppressors, and wouid-be 
exterminators. They live, many of them, in re- 
gions remote from contact with civilization ; mul- 
tidudes of them have never seen a locomotive or 
a steamboat ; thousands have never looked upon 
any exhibitions of civilization except such as is 
reseated to them about the agency. They have 
ttle conception of the greatness, the power, thé 
superiority of the civilization with which they are 
2 — 2 and which is slowly driving them to 
0 We „ 


A Problem Rather than a Question. 


They are widely seperated from each other, and 
occupy atotal area of country set apart and 
known as Indian reservations amounting toa 
territory almost as large as Spain, and yet broken 
up into detached bodies of land scattered all over 
the West in almost every Western State and Ter- 
ritory. ) 

The difficulties of dealing with all these people, 
differing so widely among themselves, and each 
tribe or body 28 separate claims upon the 
country by reason of special treaties or agree- 
ments, or peculiar circumstances of their situa- 
tion, can only be known to one who practically 
grapples with the matter of Indian administra- 
tion. The method of cas with them through 
a system of agencies, by which there is established 
akind of one-man power and petty despotism 
over each tribe, involves, of necessity, elements of 
perplexity aud ditliculty. Attempts to furnish 
them with subsistence and clothing or other arti- 
cles promised them in lieu of lands or as gratui- 
ties by means of contracts open new difficuities in 
order to prevent fraud or dishonesty. The m- 
creasing greed of the white man for that land, 
leading to the crowding upon the Indian reserva- 
tions of tens of thousands of ple in search of 
homes, suggests still other difficulties. 


Evils Beyond Remedy. 


Some of these difficulties are the result of a bad 
system, and may be remedied by changing the 
system; some result from defective laws, and the 
remedy lies in improved legislation ; some grow 
out of faulty administration, and their correc- 
tion is to be found in improved administrative 
methods; some result from the rapacity, greed, 
and pitiless aggression of the white man, and 
some from the ignorance and savagery of the In- 
dian. Necessarily many of the evils complained 
of in Indian admunistration are incident to the 
circumstances of the case, and are absolutely in- 
surmountable, being curable neither by law nor 
administration. Some ofthese will cure them- 
selves, perhaps, in time. 

Among the points to which special prominenc 
has been given by the present administration in 
dealing with the question are the following: 

First—Special pains have been taken to improve, 
so far as practicable, the personnel of the Indian 
administration. Exceptional pains have been 
taken to secure a competent set oi Indian agents 
and other employés. This is extremely ditticult 
todo. The nature of the duties required, the 
limitations of the service, the deprivations and 
hardships incident to agency life, the meagerness 
of the salaries allowed by law, render it very dif- 
ficult to procure men of high order of talent and 
equipment who are willing to undertake the 
service. There is no system of selection, whether 
by civil-service methods or otherwise, which will 
not leave much to be desired in the personnel of 
employés in the Indian service. That the per- 
sonnel of the service has been improved largely 
during the present administration is ap un- 
questioned by those who are familiar with the 


service. 
Making Them Citizens. 


nized more compietely than it has ever been rec- 
ognized before, and bas made the cardinal 
features of ite work the great idea that the ulti- 
mate solution of this question is to be found in 
converting the Indians into Americaneitizens. A 
score of special agents, vastly larger in number 
than ever before, are now under appointment to 
make allotments of land in severaity to Indians. 
Thousands of Indians are thus becoming posses- 
sors in their own right of homesteads which they 
are gradually learn.ug to cultivate. Each Indian 
who takes his land in severalty becomes thereby a 
citizen of the Uni States, entitled to all the 
rights and privileges attaching to citizenship. 
He gradually breaks away from the traditions 
and trammels of the tribe, separates himself from 
the benumbing communism of his people, accus- 
_toms himself by degrees to the exercise of indi- 
vidual rights, and learns by experience some prac- 
tical and much-needed lessons in regard to the 
rotection of his own interests, the assertion of 
— own rights, and the exercise of his own priv- 
eges. 
illions of acres of surplus lands not required 
for allotments have been restored to the public 
domain, thrown open to settlement, and the 
steady tide of white immigration is pouring in 
upon these lands, surrounding the Indians and 
— them into vital touch with our civiliza- 
on. 


Keeping Old Promises, 


‘Third—Special attention has been d to 
literal fulfillment of the ments = —— 
former treaties made with the Indians, in order 
to remove all possible complaint on their part of 
injustice, which has been in the past so fruitful a 
source of unrest and trouble. The last Congress 
made a noteworthy record in this regard, in rati- 
fying all the great agreements recently made and 
putting it within the power of the Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs to comply with all their stipula- 
tions. Notonly has the government in recent 
acts of legislation been just to the Indians, but it 
has been in an exceptional degree generous and 
magnanimous, 

Fourth—The one great fundamental and abso- 
lutely indespensable condition for a proper settle- 
ment of the Indian question is the proper educa- 
tion of Indian children. So long as they remain 
ignorant of the English language, shut out abso- 
lutely from any possibility of understanding our 
modes of thought or sympathizing with our meth- 
ods of life, and shut up totheir own traditio 
superstitions, and false ideas they must remain o 
necessity a separate people. Ignorance and su- 
r such as obtain among great mass 
of them. render their assimilauon into our na- 
tional life practically impossible. The great bar- 
rier of a foreign langu which separates them 
so widely from us must broken down if they 
are to become a part of us.

ESTIMATES OF THE MICHIGAN CROPS. 


Increase Over the Wheat Acreage of Last 
. Vear—A Yield of 24,671,558 Bushels. 
Lansina, Mich., July 14.—[Special.]—The 

July crop report, embodying an estimate of 

Michigan's wheat crop for the current year, 

was issued today. The estimates are based 

on the number of acres in May as shown by 
the returns of Supervisors and the average 
yield per acre as estimated by crop corre- 
spondents. The number of acres of wheat in 
the State in May of this year, as shown by re- 
turns compiled, was 1,581,774, and multiplying 

by the estimated yield per acre gives 24,671,- 

558 bushels as the probable total yield ir the 

State. This is an average per acre of 16.27 

bushels in the southern counties, 12.40 in the 

central counties, and 11.27 in the northern 
counties. The area in wheat this year is more 
than 140,000 acres greater than harvested in 

1890. The number of acres of wheat harvested 

in 1890 was approximately 1,438,200; yield, 

22,960,099 bushels; an average of 15.96 bushels 

per acre, 

The area planted to corn is somewhat less 
than that of average years and the condition 
of this crop is somewhat backward, as is also 
that of oats, owing to the cold, dry weather of 
May. More potatoes than usual have been 
planted in every section of the State, their 
condition d a little below that of av- 
erage years. The drought has also affected 
meadows and pastures. Heavy and prolonged 
rains are greatly needed in the central and 
northern portions of the State. The apple 
crop in the southern sections is now éstimated 
at two-fifths, in the central at one-third, and 
in the northern at one-fourth of an average 
crop. Peaches promise four-fifths, three- 
fourths, and one-half of an average in the 
same sections respectively. 

Torka, Kas., July 14.—Persons arriving 
here from Eastern Colorado bring the infor- 
mation that the grasshoppers there are not the 
red-legged variety which devastated Kansas 
in 1874 and are not destructive. They are not 
moving this way and are doing no harm to the 
corn crop. 

A private dispatch from Garden City says: 
The grasshoppers in Finney and Kearney 
Counties are natives, as they have not red 
legs, nor are they the feeding kind. They are 
quite thick, but not universally so, over the 
country. Since the first crop of alfalfa was 
cut they have taken to the gardens and orchards, 
doing considerable damage. Small grain is 
too far advanced to be greatly injured. In 
Lane County a great many grasshoppers have 
been noticed, but they have disappeared, fly- 
ing northwest.“ 

HiLLSnono, III., July 14.—[ Special.] — The 
wheat crop in this county is turning out a 
great deal better than expected. Henry Bren- 
ner and Glenu Brothers have ninety acres of 
wheat near this city which made forty-five 
bushels to the acre by measure and sixty-four 

unds to the bushel by weight. A grain 

ealer states that most of the wheat averages 
twenty-five bushels to the acre and tests sixty- 
two pounds,

LIVELY DAY IN CHICAGO LABOR CIRCLES. 


Ironworkers and Cigarmakers Win Their 

Strike, While Lousshoremen Lose. 

The striking iron workers were jubilant yes- 
terday because the Northwestern Iron Works 
acceded to their demands and put forty-five 
men at work at union hours and wages. The 
strikers appointed a committee to call on the 
Mayor and Chief of Police to protest against 
the arrest of their men for triflmg causes, such 
as a few talking quietly,together on thestreets. 
They say the police are being used by the em- 
ployers to persecute them in this way. 

The — have won their strike. 
May 4 of them struck for an advance of $1 
per 1,000 for making cigars. Yesterday the 
association of employers decided to allow 
each individual member to act at his own dis- 
cretion. Manufacturer Wolf led off by em- 
ploying 100 men, Fischer & Oppenheimer fol- 
owed with 125, and Marks and Arnstein fell 
in line with seventy-five men each, all at the 
union terms. Two or three firms are still hold- 
ing out, but the strikers are all at work and 
the fight is won. It was the most orderly 
strike involving so large a number of men in 
the history of loval labor organizations. Vari- 
ous conferences were held, but no violence 
was used. Secretary Hauck of Union No. 14, 
one of the striking bodies, said: We won 
because we had money in the treasury. We 
had $27,000 in the bank when the strike began. 
We kept our men well supplied with mone 
during the strike, and we have plenty of — 
still on hand. 

The striking longshoremen resumed work 
yesterday at all the docks and freight was 
swiftly handled. They lost the strike and be- 
owe work attheterms formerly prevailing.

The answer of the defendant denies that it 
is contrary to the spirit of our laws to take 
property for the construction of an elevated 
railway. But, on the contrary, it avers that 
the statutes of this State have always provid- 
ed for the taking or damaging of private 
property for railroad pur s and that the 
same has been recognized as a public use and 
necessary for the accommodation of the pub- 
lic ever since the State has been organized. 

The company denies that it issued more 
than $4,000,000 of bonds or that it is insolvent. 
It is insisted that the road has been properly 
built under the ordinance of March 26, 1888, 
and an amendatory ordinance of April 2, 1891.

A PLEA FOR THE HARD WINTER WHEAT. 


Some Reasons Why It Should Be Made De- 
liverable on Fature Contracts. 

In reference to the proposed change in the 
Board of Trade rules making the high-grade 
hard winter wheat (formeriy Turkish) deliv- 
erable on contracts for future delivery Mr. J. 
S. Templeton of A. C. Buell & Co. submits the 
following points: 


Nos. 1 amd 2 hard red winter should be made a 


regular delivery on future contracts because its 
intrinsic merits entitle it to speculative recogni- 
tion. It is not denied that it makes a strong, 
sound flour, the demand for which is constantly 
onthe increase; but prejudice has existed in 
some quarter against this variety because flour 
made from it alone is nut as white as that made 
from soft winter or hard spring wheats. But the 
same objection was once urged against red as 
compared with white winter, and hard or flinty 
varieties as compared with soft varieties of 
spring. New methods of milling brought hari 
spring into favor, and the same is now 
commencing to be true of hard red, and 
many mills in Kansas are now using it to 
the exclusion of soft wheat. Its great value as a 
mixer with wheats containing less gluten has for 
some time been fully established in the great 
milling City of Milwaukee and also to a consid- 
erable extent in Minneapolis, and it is slowly but 
surely enforcing its claims upon the milling trade 
elsewhere in the United States, while abroad the 
demand is active and steadily — ., Its 
value as compared with soft varieties of No. 2 
spring (now reguiar) can readily be tested by of- 
fering acarof each by sample, with the under- 
standing that neither can be delivered on a regu- 
lar contract, It will then be found that more 
could be obtained any day in the last month for 
the hard red than for the soft spring, and we 
give as basis of our observation for July 11 
that No. 2 Turkish was worth by sample 91 to 
91 cents free on board, while no quality of soft 
spring could have been sold to a city consumer 
for over 90 cents by sample. Picked samples of 
No. 3 Turkish brought 8 to 89 cents, while the 
best samples of soft No. 3 spring brought & cents. 
Those who argue against the proposed c 
state that it would ruin our speculative market 
and bring about the same deplorable effects wit- 
nessed in Toledo and Milwaukee, but this line of 
argument is disingenuous, for it fails to explain 
that a gradual lowering of their inspection, and 
the admission of city mixers’ grades con 
large quantities of poor grain so scientifically 
doctored as to almost defy were 
largely responsible for the results that followed. 
If we wish to look nearer home we can find a 
striking example in the case of our own 
grades, which permit such a latitude of in- 
tion that a State certificate for No. 3 has 
practically no commercial value, and buyers will 
only purchase by sample or on the guarantee of 
some responsible dealer as to quality. But the 
laxity displayed in our No. 3 grade is more than 
made up in the extreme rigidity of the r 
department in regard to No. 2, so thet our No. 2 is 
to all intents and purposes the No. 1 of other 
markets. 

The present movement does not seek or ask a 
change in this regard, so the cry about attacking 
the integrity and stability of our inspection is 
without foundation. It is claimed that the mak- 
ing of hard red regular will give the bear spec- 
ulator such an additional leverage as to renew 
the days when short selling was an almost sure 
road to wealth, but in our opinion this is a 
very superficial view, for it will found 
that the great laws of supply and de- 
mand govern the values o woes Gases,
